Disciplinary Barracks Now 
Turning Out Men Instead 
of Ex-Conyicts. 


Leavenworth, Kas., Oct. 11.—It used 
to be that Uncle Sam's petty military 
ofl'enders were cast into prison for one 
or two or tiiree years arid then turned 
icoae as ex-convicts. 
In about 
nine 
cases out of ten that was not only a 
rank injustice to the soldier and a dis- 
iinct loss to society, but a considerable 
military loss to Uncle Sam himself. 


It used to be that these men could 
never set foot in a miiiiary })ost agum. 
Now it has got to a point wliere com- 
manding 
officers are anxious to 
get 
them. This is the result of the disciplin- 
ary barracks idea, borrowed from En- 
gland, put into operation at the military 
prison at I'ort LeavenAvorth and greatly 
improved upon. 


Saving the Men Worth While. 


Of course, bad characters do get into 
-the army, but they don't last any longer 
than the time required^ to find them 
out. 
For men who conunit crimes, the 
army has a.regular prison, with which 
this story has nothing to do. 
The men 
who commit misdemeianors, like desert- 
ing, are seat to the disciplinary bar- 
racks. 
Some of these mpn are no good 
to begin with and never will be. 
With 
them, also, this story has nothing to 
do. It is with the young fellow who has 
the real stuff in him, but has lost liis 
bearings, that this stor}' is about. 
Nine 
out of ten of them fall from grace 
through 
some 
temporary 
weaknes:». 
Liquor trips a lot of them. 
In general, 
there is material in them for the making 
of a soldier and a gentleman. 
So soon 
as the soldier trips and falls and lands 
in the disciplinary barracks, that's what 
Uncle Sam' represented 
by a clever 
bunch of officers and soldiers, proceeds 
tc make out of him, and the process of 
doing that has turned the barrrfcks into 
ii military school, the great value of 
which is just beginning to be realized 
by the army. 
It is getting to a point 
where the army is beginning to wonder 
if its best soldiers aren't going to be 
disciplinary barracks graduates. 
Cell House Becomes a Schoolroom. 
One of the old cell houses, a relic of 
pioneer days, has been remade into a 
schoolroom. 
But it is not like the aver- 
ago schoolroom, either. 
Tliere are no 
benches 
or 
cliairs, 
no, teacher's 
desk 
and no blackboard. 
Instead, the casual 
observer might easily be led to believe 
that it was.a kindergarten. 
There ar< 
band tables 
and 
modebs 
of 
wagons, 
bridges and other things which appear 
to have been made for the amusement 
of children. 


These arc used in the in^ruction of 
the members of 
the disciplinary bat- 
talion. in which has come to be the most 
important phase of the soldier's life 
trench making. 
The 
average soldier 
knows prett,^' well how to dig a ditch. 
But a militar}' trench is more than a 
mere ditch. 
In former days it devolved 
u))on the engineer corps of the army to 
plan and lay out trenches, bomb-proofs, 
laterals and such things. 
But since the 
outbreak of the European war officers of 
the army have come to the realization 
that 
tliere 
are 
not 
enough 
engineer 
troops in the army to build 
trenches 
for the entire force. 
In Europe Aast 
armies fre intrenched _«nd have 
been 
living in trenches for months. 
Those 
trenches were built by infantry and eav- 
alryihen as Avell as b^* engineer troops. 
It was a necessity of war. 


Army Needs Trench Experts. 


One of the officers on duty at the 
disciplinary barracks is I'irst Lieut. J. J. 
Ful/ner, infantry. 
Lieutenant 
Fulmer 
is a keen s'tudent of military affairs and 
he has followed the European war with 
closest interest. 
It did not take him 
long to arrive at the conclusion 
that 
the American army is lacking in 
the 
knowledge of methods of trench build- 
ing. 
The idea came to him 
that 
if 
he could instruct members of the dis- 
ciplinary battalion in this all-important 
work, the men could be used in turn as 
'nstnictors in the army at large when 
Ihey were discharsred from the barracks 
!ind restored to duty with the colors. 
The members of the battalion will be 
scattered through the army, and they 
cr.n be used to good advantage in in- 
structincr the rank and file of the mo-

ll.—Why 
not tax the rich instead of adding to 
the burdens of the poor to raise the 
revenvic "Which war has made necessary ? 
This is the question asked by Freder- 
ick C. Ho"wre, Conuniasion of Imniigra- 
tion at the port of New York, and well 
known as an authority on economies 
and taxatioii. 
Howe frankly admits 
that the administration is confronted 
with the prospect of a deficit. 
Surely 
there will be one if'^equate army and 1 
navy programs are adopted. How raise 
the money ? Already there is talk of re- 
pealing the free sugar clause and let- 
ting the tax continue on sugar. 
Also 
of placing added taxes on dye stuffs 
and other tarUf commodities. 
Besides 
which it is suggested that the so-called 
ctoergency war revenue act be contin- 
ued. 
The chief amount, however, that 
is to be raised, according to the admin- 
istration's plans, ia by the indirect tax 
or tariff. These so-called indirect taxes 
are taxes paid by the poor man, says 
Mr. Howe. 


'iThe burden of the i)oov man in the 
United States is already 
much 
too 
great," he «ays. "The poor man is pay- 
ing more than his share as compared 
with foreign nations. 
Ten-elevenths of 
our federal revenues are now paid by 
the poor in the increase cost of necessi- 
ties. 
Unfortunately, the burden of a 
tax of $670,000,000 raised by the so- 
called indirect taxation is only a part 
of the burden imposed by protective du- 
ties. 
Such duties not only increase the 
cost of the imported articles but they 
increase the cost of all articles produced 
in the isountry behind the protectionist 
wall. Economist« who have studied the 
subject, like W. S. Sumner. -T. A. Hob- 
son, and the Reform club of New York, 
estimate the the -total burden upon the 
consuming classes from the customs du- 
ties alone amounts to $2,000„000,000 a 
year." 


Commissioner Howe points to the in- 
heritances and incomes as the sources 
from which increased taxes should be 
drawn. 
"Taxable increases," he says, 
"both personal and corporate, exclusive 
of customs, 
amount to probably six 
billion dollars. The wealth of the United 
States is in the neighborhood of $130,- 
000,000,000 and this wealth is very un- 
evenly distributed as are incomcs. 
Here 
are two soiircea of increased revenue. 
Probably $:5.000,000,000 changes hands 
through d<5ath every year. 
If 60 per 
cent of this were exempt from taxa- 
tion, it would leave a. taxable fund of 
$l,y00,000,t)n0. which, if tBXcd at a pro- 
gressive rate of from one pprcent to 
five per cent woulrl yioM $-50.000.000 to 
.$100.000,000 without "sovious burden to 
the benefidaripp. Certainly inheritancos 
in excess of $1.000,000 "rould 
easily 
bear a burden of 6 per rent, nnd no in- 
justice would be done if tlie tax were 
ap high as 10 per cent. 
Tho incomp 
tax in Great Britain has in rrcent years 
been raised to 33 per ccnt on very large 
incomes." 


Mr. Howe ha? collcctcd some start- 
ling figures as to the comparative tax- 
ation in the United States and abrond 
The poor man in the United States if 
more heavily taxed in proportion than 
in foreign countries. 


"America," says Mr.-Howe, "oollccts 
approximately 
$3.20 
por cftpitn from 
customs taxes; while Germany collects 
$2.50; 
Austria-Hungarv $2,25"; France 
$2.(50; Italy .$2.00; Russia .$.84; nnd .Ta- 
pan $.40. In addition thf. burden of in- 
ternal revenue which falls upon the poor" 
is about $.3.30 per capita, while our in- 
come tax yields only 60 rents per capi- 
ta. 
Great Britain collected before th? 
war $5.40 per capita from her incomo 
tax amounting to the colossal sum of 
$236,245.000. 
She collected iij addition 
$136,795,000 or .$3.1-0 per bead from the 
inheritance tax or death 
duties. 
In 
other words 45 per ccnt of Great Bri- 
tain's totals revenues came from income 
taxes and death duties. 
The popula- 
tion of Great Britain is only 40 per cent 
of that of the United States and tax- 
able wealih is very much less." 


Much has been said in praise of the in- 
come tax 
passed 
by 
thi« 
democratic 
congress a» an incident to the tariff 
law. 
Mr. Howe .shows that, only D per 
cent of the total revenues ¡ire itiirnish- 
ed by the incomo tax. 
In K'I4. $292.- 
320,015 was collected through customs 
taxes and .$380,041,007 from 
intprnal 
revenues. 
And of thn lat.tpr appro.xi- 
mately 
$60,000,000 wns from the in- 
come tax. 
It has been found that the 
income tax is beipg dodged. 
Only a 
small 
proportion 
of those pay 
who 
should pay. 
The law is very much a 
failure in thi? respect.

Will Banish Barleycorn. 


Declaring that "the world would ban- 
ish .John Barleycorn," Miss Gordon said: 
"^'The e.xtraordinary gain for prohibitioii 
in Russia, France, Germany, England, 
Italy and in all the vast areas involved 
in the European Svar, Is unprecedented. 
By one official edict, Nicholas II, Czar 
of Rusçia, emancipated that nation from 
the thralldom of vodka. 
Later, even 
the use of wine was proscribed. 
Rus- 
sia thus lost an anual vondka revenue 
of many million dollara but she gained 
a larger revenue through the morality 
and the efficienc.y of her people. 
The 
comptroller of the treasury, Khariton- 
off, affirmed: 'Russia without vodka and 
with the war is better off than Russia 
with 
vodka without the war.' 
There 
is reason to believe that the czar, on the 
re-establishment of peace, will continue 
his prohibition policy. 


"As Russia interdicts vodka, so France 
ap a war measure, has prohibited the 
manufacture and sale of absinthe. Gen- 
eral JofFre, convinced that drinking sol- 
diers endangered the safety of the coim- 
try, has forbidden the sale within the 
war zone of all alcoholic liquors. 


"In Switzerland, Holland and Belgium 
the sale of absinthe has been inter- 
dicted. 
In Germany, army recruits are 
warned by the government gainst tho 
us© of beer, because it is injurious and 
causes nearly all army excesses and dis-^ 
turbances. 


"Another nation in the throes of a 
struggle against 
alcoholic 
drink, de- 
clared by eminent men and women to 
be the country's bitterest enemy, is the 
kingdom of Great 
Britain. 
In our 
western hemisphere we have welcomed 
the glad tidings from Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan, provinces in Canada, that 
have driven out the liquor traffic, and 
as loyal Pan-Americans, we long to help 
the drinking millions in South America. 


"Last January Iceland outlawed the 
drink traffic. > The Roumanian govern- 
ment has cut down the number of sa- 
loons in its country nearly fifty per 
cent. 
The 
parliament 
of 
Italy has 
passed an act forbidding the sale, ex- 
cept within very narrow limits and 
rigid conditions, of all liquors. 


"In Holland the number of saloons 
has been reduced nearly one-half, and 
campaigns for nation-wide 
prohibition 
arc now being urged in Sweden and Nor-, 
way, Australia and New Zealand. South 
Afrie^a's white ribhoncrs 
are 
rapidly 
gaining total abstinence ground by their 
heroic endeavor*.

Now Dot Sites of Boined « 
Villages in War Area - 
in France. 


Paris, Sept. 28.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press) .—Throughout the 
ruined Aillages of northern and east- 
ern France, small one-story unpainted 
pine houses have appeared like mush- 
rooms overnight. 
Sermaize-les-Blains, 
which had not a building left standing 
after the Germans were routed, today 
possesses ten of these -minute bunga- 
loAVs, with six more in process of erec- 
tion. 


The Quakers are the foremost of sev- 
eral societies engaged in assisting the 
former population 
to return 
to 
the 
land. 
The society of Friend» ih En- 
gland 
and 
America 
have 
raised OA'er 
5250,000 
by 
voluntary 
subscription, 
and 
are con-structing these 
one, tAVo 
and 
three room houses—depending on 
the size of the family—for sums rang- 
ing from $4.00 to $11.00 apiece. 
At 
¡)resent there are about 
130 
Avorker.^ 
aiding the government in the work of 
restoration. 
The departmental author- 
ities supply the lumber, while volunteer 
artisans of the .society, aided by 
sol- 
diers Avho in ciA'il life are carpenters 
and joiners, detailed by the ministry of 
Avar for this Avork. do the building. Two 
hiuidred of these houses, accomodating 
more than eight hundred persons haA'e 
already been timipleted, Avhile 129. are 
under construction. 


In many instances furniture is sup- 
plied by the society, the French gov- 
ernment 
defraying half 
the 
expenses. 
In the majority of cases the 
Fireside 
Comfort society, Avhose sole aim is tho 
distribution of' furniture 
among 
tho 
needy, supplies the fcAv simple neces- 
sities 
The tenants pay no rent, but 
agree to a certain per cent, of their 
eventual 
Avar indemnity, 
being Avith- 
held by the goAcrnment. 
Besides build- 
ing neAV houses, many

been repaired. 


The Friends

As predicted in Saturday's 
Sentinel 
' a statement was issued late Saturday 
"vcning bv the carmen in answer to Mr. 
Barrett's 'letter to the public in whi-jh 
he appealed to the fairness and justice 
of the business men of the city. 


Tlie statement opens with reference 
to tlio contract between the 
company 
and its motormen and conductors pro- 
viding for the arbitration of gi-ievances 
by tlie public service commission witlliu 
ten days. 


"That in itself means ten days 
un- 
employment." the carmen claim. 
"Can 
a man rocoiviug from 19 to 24 cents 
per hour stand this unemployment with 
the 
additional 
burden 
of putting 
his 
case 
before 
the 
commission " 
The 
charge is made that many of the men 
were asked to sign the contract 
and 
read it later. 


"Wc lind in the legislative acts of 
the state of Indiana 
of 
1915, pages 
507, 508, 509, 510. that there is an 
act providing that 
the governor 
may 
appoint an arbitration ijoard of threo 
members to take up and settle contro- 
versies of this character," 
the 
state 
ment continues. 
"This shows that the 
original intention of the company was 
not to give the men a valid contract 
but plainly to fool them." 


The statement declares that there is 
less labor trouble in this city and more 
harmony 
between 
labor 
and 
capital 
than in any otJier city of like size in 
the whole country. 
Tlic merits of the 
cases of the three discharged men, H. 
C. Bohnke, C. Fields and H. Snoke wero 
not taken up, the carmen declaring they 
are willing that an impartial 
arbitra- 
tion board composed of three disinter- 
ested citizens of Fort Wayne pass on 
them. 


In closing the statement says: 
"We, 
too, appeal to the sense of fairness and 
justice of the citizenship of our city 
and as evidence of our good intentions

Barrett has appealed to in fairness and 
justice to ride his cars and support him, 
that feels it can bring about a .settle- 
ment of the questions under considera- 
tion, namely, the validity of the al- 
leged contract and the justice of the 
discliarge of the three Jiamed men.

Fine Result Shown in Use 
of ''Lid" on Saloons 
at Chicago. 


Chicago. Oct. 11. —Closing of saloons 
in Chicago on Sunday for the first time 
in forty years resulted in the day pass-

Packers' President Favors 
Widening Scope of 
the Work. 


St. Louis, Oct. 11.—A plea for nioro 
rigid inspection of meats and for further 
co-operation 
with the department of 
agriculture was made to the delcgatet 
to the tenth annual convention of the 
American JSIeat Packer's association, by 
it§ presi<5eni, John P. Folin^ at the open- 
ing session here today. 


"Don't blame the department of agi'i* 
culture for all your troubles. 
It ifl 
doing a great work and doing it well," 
«aid President Tolin, "and it can be 
your greatest help and best friend. It 
cannot 
extend ita work 
without in- 
creased appropriations. 
Help it to ob- 
tain them by appeals to your congress- 
men." 


Losses 
sustained 
by the 
farmer» 
through the foot and mouth disease, 
the president said, had been compen- 
•«atcd, but the packers had been obliged 
to bear the full loss on diseased cattle» 
condemned at tho plants. 


"This is manifestly tmfair," eaid Mr. 
Folin, "fl.9 the packers' losses were not 
*U8tajned in the usual course of busi- 
ness, but as tlie result of anr epidemic, 
and the animals were condemned for 
the piiblic welfare. 
If the farmer li 
paid for tJie loss of his animals, the 
packer should be paid also."

At that moment another waiter en- 
tered and set before "Swiftwater," at 
another table, a round dozen eggs— 
poached on toast! 


Gussie bit her lip, rose, carried her 
plate and eating tools to Gates' table, 
sat down, and said: 


"Bill, for the love of heaven, give me 
a couple of eggs." 


And so they were reconciled. 
But "Swiftwater" didn't marry Gus- 
sie, though it was common talk in Daw- 
son that he offered Jier "her weight in 
gold" to become Mrs. Gates,

With his girl-wife he went back to 
the north. The first child, Clifford, was 
bom in a log cabin in the wilds of 
Quarts; creek, where Klondike gold was 
first discovered. 
That was in 1000. 


Leaving the baby with hb grand- 
mother, Mrs. lola Beebe—deserting him, 
the grandmother says—^Bill took Bera 
down the river to St. Michael, and thence 
to the States. 
His journey across the 
continent to Washington, D. C., was a 
triumphant progress, during which the 
miner tossed away gold with a fine 
disregard for what he got for it. 


Bill left Bera in Washington, four 
months before the second child, Fred, 
now 14, was bom. And that was in 
1901! 


Since then Bill has been a number 
of places. 
Recently he bobbed up in 
Spokane, announcing that he had found 
in Peru the source of the gold that the 
ancient Incas made frying pans out of. 
He promoted a company, bought ma- 


chinery, and was about to return to 
Peru, when—bang! 


He was arrested for child abandon- 
ment.
